Defence Minister Ralston has called 
for 32,000 men to join the active army 
He hopes to secure this number in the 
next two months. 

The minister says the men are 
needed to bring armored divisions up 
to strength, to replace units of the 4th 
Division which had been transferred 
to the Armored division and re-en¬ 
force units of the third division. 
About 10% are wanted for infantry. 

A month ago, it had been supposed 
that 6000 men a month would be suf¬ 
ficient for all replacements. But thru 
the fall of Yugo-Slavia and Greece 
and the threat to Suez, conditions 
have altered. A great number of men 
are needed to operate machines. 
Green men can he taken and trained 
in army trade schools. Col. Ralston 
isked employers to adjust their staffs 
if possible so that men might enlist. 

Speaking of the Canadian corps in 
England and the question of whether 
they are- performing their greatest 
service in the British Isles, Col. Ral¬ 
ston said: “Let nip assure you that 
Canadians are in Britain because the 
United Kingdom wants them there, 
and we have concurred. More than 
that, the United Kingdom wants us to 
increase our forces there, and we 
agreed following recent conferences 
in F.ngland.” 

The minister said there was no 
shortage of man power in sight in 
Canada. Women could be used in fac¬ 
tories and in certain capacities for the 
navy. Conscription is only solution.

. JN anticipation of the forthcoming new war loan, 
certain questions come up frequently. One question 
is where the money is to come from, in view of previous 
loans, taxes, certificates, charities and so on. 

Alexander Skelhorne writing in the Calgary Herald 
explains this. He says the money the government re¬ 
ceived last year through taxes arid loans has been spent 
in Canadian industry and for war purposes, thus return¬ 
ing it to the people. The payments on government, ac¬ 
count went back into the financial stream across Can¬ 
ada. The soldiers were paid; workmen in factories and 
government projects were paid; government ch eque s 
were rained over Canada. 

Individual firms benefitted through wax contracts, 
and promptly deposited the money in their own bank 
accounts. Bank deposits increased remarkably, and 
there is more money on deposit today than at any prev¬ 
ious time in financialhistory. Quite a proportion of this 
is traceable to war expenditure, so most of it is "still in 
existence. The year 1941 may go down in financial his¬ 
tory as the greatest business year Canada has known.

Grain Mite* 

True Insects, such as moths, 
beetles, ants, files, bees, etc., have 
six legs. Mites have eight—a fact 
which may help to explain why they 
have spread so fast! For this and 
other reasons mites are more closely 
related to spiders, scorpions, ticks, 
etc., than to true Insects. < 

According to Dr. H. E. Gray, the 
female grain mite lays three or four 
eggs per day up to a total of about 
thirty. At ordinary room tempera¬ 
ture, the life cycle is completed in 
about seventeen days, r 
— When conditions are unfavourable, 
young mites may assume a resting 
stage. In this condition they are 
covered with a hard crust which pre¬ 
vents drying out. They can then live 
without food for months, during 
which time they may be blown about 
with dust or carried about on mice or 
flies. When conditions favour, they 
again become active and multiply. 

Grain nfltgs increase the moisture 
content of' wheat. How? Starches 
and related compounds are formed 
in plants from water and carbon 
dioxide plus energy from sunlight. 
By feeding on dust, debris and wheat 
germ, mites digest these compounds 
thus gaining energy and giving off 
carbon dioxide and water. Infested 
grain may, therefore, become tough 
and spoil by heating. Infestations 
are particularly common in grain 
originally stored in a tough or damp 
condition. » * 

. Farmers should check their bins 
regularly. For further information, 
consult the local District Agricultur¬ 
ist or Experimental Station. Govern¬ 
ment literature has been distributed 
to all line elevator grain buyers.

The hireling editois of Italy are trying to persuade their 
readers that Greece was not winning the war in Albania 
when Germany intervened.

Already they have pointed out that Greece surrendered be¬ 
fore theie were any Italian soldiers on her soil. 

While avoiding a division on the biggest budget in Cana¬ 
dian history, Mr. Hanson warned the government against 
continuing its usual expenditure on certain non-war enter¬ 
prises such as the C-N.R. terminals in Montreal which will 
cost twenty-five million dollars and, when completed, will 
produce hardy annuals in the way of deficits as long as 
uiey exist.

Another question asked is how we are going to pay 
back this huge debt that will be laid on the country af¬ 
ter the war?” The internal debt of the country” says 
the writer, “the interest of which is paid in the currency 
of that country, can he a great help toward increasing 
future wealth. 

“The common man may put his savings into the loan 
for reasons of loyalty and from patriotic duty. But the 
appeal should be made on the grounds that by investing 
in government stock, his is creating new wealth for the 
Dominion, in which he will share. It is not only good 
for business; it is common sense.” 


A lot of temperance people, Mr. Hanson said, will be dis¬ 
appointed because higher duties were not imposed on beer 
and .spirituous liquors. Herein was the Conservative leader 
injecting politics. Why should tliose who by abstaining 
escape these already high taxes be disappointed, because 
those who pay them were not further penalized? We do 
not believe they are so selfish and are confident the gov¬ 
ernment had not overlooked so obvious a source of revenue, 
but that it was deterred by the fact that there is a point in 
mounting taxation beyond which lie diminishing returns 
plus illicit manufacture and sale, known colloqually as 
muonshining and bootlegging.

means a war for which the poor man is paying. Ihe rich 
also are being very heavily taxed, and the amount ex¬ 
tracted from the rich forms the real bulk of income tax 
returns to the government. The entire population of 
Canada, rich and poor, is paying by way of hidden tax¬ 
es. Totalling every form of tax imposed by every gov¬ 
ernment, it is said that at least 59 cents of every dollar 
earned, goes to government in some form and to war ef¬ 
fort. 

To show the extent to which the richer classes have 
been and are being taxed, there are figures compiled on 
the amount of tax assessed during the fiscal year end¬ 
ing March 31, 1940. This relates mainly to income re¬ 
ceived by the taxpayer in the calendar year, 1938. 

The total number of individual income taxpayers in 
the year referred to was 293,097 (The number has 
greatly increased under more recent legislation). Of 
these there were 124,132 who came under the $2000 class 
Their total income tax contribution was $1,284,790. At 
the higher end of the scale there were 48:'. income tax 
payers in Canada with more than $50,000 income, and 
they contributed $16,606,978. 

There are many classifications between these two 
extremes. For instance there were 7,24" Canadians in 
the income class group of from $6000 to $7000. They 
paid $1,506,308. , 

Under the new income tax schedules, there are many 
more low income people affected. But the pressure has 
been laid heavily on those whose incomes are in higlv'r 
brackets. 

Corporations also are finding this a very different 
war from that of 1914-1918. It is told that Internation¬ 
al Nickel paid $21,130,763 taxes in 1940 which was 10 
million more than the 1939 tax. As a result net earn¬ 
ings in 1940 were 9 cts. a share less than in-1939. Re¬ 
turns from other major companies of Canada indicate 
that the Canadian millionaire is not being enriched by 
war business.

Iraq situation in better control 
.Nazis blast England; historic 
London suiters 


Karly this week the world was elec ' 
trifled by t;.e news that Rudolph Hes.- 
lescribed as Hitler’s No. 2-man, .hat' 
down across to the British Isles, ant 
landed near Glasgow. An expert air 
man, Hess parachuted down to earth, 
when the Messedschmidt burst into 
laiiies. He immediately asked to be 
aken to the home of the Duke oi 
Hamilton, but the broken ankle which 
lie suffered brought him instead to a 
.Glasgow hospital. 

The question of why Hess flew to 
England is engaging the curiosity ol 
the world. First comment from Ger¬ 
many was that Hess was “victim of 
hallucinations,” but general comment 
is that he has at last become sane. 

This has been regarded as the most 
extraordinary flight of any war. It 
was disclosed in .London shortly aftei 
Germany announced that the No. 2 
nan was missing.

Hess was regarded as Hitler’s po¬ 
litical heir. The implications of his 
flight to England are causing great 
speculation with the perpetual ques¬ 
tion: “What disrupting developments 
ave occurred in Germany.” 

He had been closest to Hitler, al¬ 
though Goering vfas the "official” suc- 
essor in case of Hitler’s death. He 
has been allied with the party, almost 
since the last-war, he and Hitler in¬ 
separable. In prison, Hitler dictated 
while Hess edited “Mein Kampf.’ 
They were together in the blood purge 
of 1934. Hess was a power in bring¬ 
ing Italy and Germany together, and 
at every public appearance of Hitler, 
Hess was in the background. On 
Sept. 1, 1939, when Hitler declared 
war on Poland, Hess was called the 
“Crown Prince” after Goering. He

Article from the “Canadian 
Churchman” the Anglican 
Church Publication, Tells of

An article by Douglas Reed in the 
“Canadian Churchman” deals with a 
seldom mentioned angle of German 
psychology. The article says “The 
first five of the ten years I spent in 
Germany between 1920 and 1930 were 
those in which the ‘organization of 
compassion’ by the Germans reached 
its greatest efficiency. This is the 
deliberate policy to which the Ger¬ 
mans turn if they see or fear that they 
are unlikely to win a war they have 
made, or if they lose such a war. It is 
the means by which they seek to evade 
the penalties of losing a war wantonly 
begun and to lull former adversaries 
while preparing a new one. The tu¬ 
mult and the shouting about German 
invincibility suddenly die away, and 
in its place rises the noise of Germany 
protesting about the cruel treatment 
of Germany. 

“All past experience suggests that 
Germany, it and when defeated, may 
again be successful in this compassion 
campaign; her best allies in it being 
the influential people who support 
Germany in this compassion campaign 
After the last war, these people, by 
their outcry on behalf of Germany and 
against the abominable injustice of 
Versailles, killed the memory of the 
1914-1917 atrocities and succeeded in 
creating for the great but short-mem- 
oried British public, the lying legend 
that Germany was cruelly ill-treated. 

“That alone, might conceivably be 
written off as foolishness, but graver 
explanations suggest themselves when 
other facts are considered—namely 
therugh this delusion of the British 
public Germany was enabled to cast 
off her shackles and re-arm; British 
money was loaned to rearm with; and 
simultaneously, though the British 
public was told that Britain also must 
rearm and was for years mulcted of 
enormous sums to that end, ljardly 
any arms were actually bought or 
built, and the last hope of preventing 
Germany from resuming the war dis¬ 
appeared.
